CALLS THE SHOSHONE PURCHASE A STEAL 


Chairman Woodruff Will Submit a Minority 
Report to the President. 

Omana, Neb., Dee...18.—[Special.]—When 
J. D. Woodruff of Wyoming, who is in this 
city en route to Washington, reaches the Na- 
tional Capital there will be a bomb exploded 
in the camp of the commission which 
put in three months last summer ne- 
gotiating a treaty with the Shoshone and 
Arapahoe Indians. Woodruff was Chairman 
of the commission, but was unable to agree 
with the two other members, and hasa minor- 
ity report to submit which will cause some 
trouble in official circles and serve to throw 
light on the manner in which government 
Commissioners sometimes sacrifice the peo- 
ple’s interests in endeavoring to consume the 
appropriations. 

Woodruff charges that the majority report 
simply means the giving away of $600,000 for 
1,000,000 acres of as poor land as ever laid 
out of doors. He declares that it is utterly 
useless to settlers for whose benefit it is sup. 
posed to be secured. 

“The entire work of the commission,”’ said 
Woodruff, “‘ was simply an illustration of the 
foolishness of appointing for such work men 
who knew nothing of the Indians. The 
work contemplated securing 1,500,000 
acres of reservation. The other mem- 
bers were C. H. Merritt, a young 
Washington newspaper man, and J. H. Brig- 
‘en of Ohio. Merritt and Brigham had never 
seen an Indian before. The former had very 
romantic leas. about the noble red man, and 
insisted on treating with them as trusting 
children. I have lived among Indians all 
my life; I have fought them in their own for- 
ests,'and have seen them under every condi- 
tion: of life. I readily observed what the 
result of Merritt’s idea would be, At first 
the members took little interest in the mat- 
ter. They played lawn tennis while I arranged 
a council with the bucks. My plan was to 
purchase about 1,500,000 acres of fine tillable 
land, including’ some fine grazing land, for 
which the. govérnment should pay about 
$700,000. The other niembers concurred. In 
the first couneil the Indians were satisfied, but 
when the other members discovered that their 
work would soon end they boldly ijeclared 
that they would wait until the appropriation 
was used up before returning hoime, as they 
wanted to make all they could out of it. This

ITISA BITTER FIGHT. | 


BOTH SIDES DETERMINED 1X THE 
BRAZIL COAL FIELDS. 


The Strike May Terminate Within a Week 
and It May Last Far Into the Spring— 
The Men Say Nothing Short of Starva- 
tion Will Induce a. Surrender—Sensa- 
tional Rumor That a Struggle Over the 
Eastern Jilinois Ratliroad Is the Seal 
Cause of the Trouble. 

Braz, Ind., Dec. 13.—[Special.]—From 
the outlook it is impossible te say what wilt 
come of-the strike in the Brazil coal fields. It 
may terminate within a week, and it may last 
all winter and far into the spring. Neither 
the operators nor the miners have made a 
move towards settlement. Both are. deter- 
mined and silent. The. miners say nothing 
short’of starvation will drive them into the 
mines, and there is little prospect of such an 
emergency in the near future. On the other 
hand the operators, with one -or two excep- 


tions, have signed an agreemen* to allow their | 


plants to stand idle until spring rather than 
make the increase demanded by the men. A 
rather sensational rumor has been circulated 
in Terre Haute and Brazil for some days, and 
if.it should turn out to be true will undoubted- 
ly prevent an immediate settlemient. It is 
that the Big Four road is usmg secret influ- 
ences to prolong the strike, 

“ T will not say that it is trove,” said one of 
the largest soft coal operators in Indiana to- 
day, *‘ nor will I say that it is not true, for I 
do not know. It is’ possible, for it is well 
known that the Vanderbilts have wanted the 
Chicago and Eastern [Illinois road for a long 
time to give them terminal facilities in Chi- 
cago. The longer the strike 1s protracted the 
more depressed will become'the stock of the 
Chicago and Eastern [llinow, and the 
lower: it goes the cheaper it can 
be bought. Since the beginning of 
the strike the stock has dropped 
about twenty to twenty-five points. You see 
the Chicago and Eastern [Illinois hauls some- 
thing over 200 cars of coal to Chicago every 
day when the mines are in full operation. 
Cut this traffic off and it makés a big hole in 
earnings of the road, and of course has an 
effect on the stock. Another point: Nearly 
if not quite 50 per cent of the stock in this 
road and the Indiana coal road is owned by 
the controlling stockholders of the big Brazil 
mines, and if the Big Four people get hold of 
the per cent of the stock owned by the coal 
operators they can bring influence fo bear that 
will end the strike and bring up the. earnings 
to the point they were before the mines shut 
down.” The biock coal operators scoffed at 
the idea of such a deal. To their notion it was 
an idle and foolish rumor not worth repeating. 

There is one feature in the strike which 
looks favorable to the men. It is the jealousy 
which exists between the soft coal operators 
and the block coal operators. They are for 
the present puiling together, but a. separation 
may occur at any time. In this event the men 
may be victorious. J. H. McClejland, Gen- 
eral Manager for the Brazil Biock Coal com- 
pany, denicd that such a jealousy existed, but 
some of the soft coal men say it does. 

The Miners Deprecate Lawlessnesa. 

In order to get an unbiased expréssion from 
the miners and to avoid the coloring the lead- 
ers and agitators would be likely to-give'the 
situation, Tux Trisuxg correspondent today 
made a circuit of fifteen or twenty miles and 
visited a baker’s dozen of strikers at their 
homes. Quiet prevailed everywhere. Noth- 
ing like agitation existed. They wére at-home

The outsiders bad to go. Under similar cir- 
cumstances violence might occur.”’ 

The operators all say nao attempt will be 
made to import labor. They are willing to 
test the endurance of the miners. 

The first cottage visited was that of Richard 
Watkins, a negro, who worked for the Otto 
Creek Coal company. It wag the ysuaisquare, 
double-room cottage, but clean; * The op- 
erators say we violated our contracts with 
them,”’ he began, “*‘ but how many’ times have 
they broken faith with us? If we had refused 
to sign the contracts in May there would have 
been a lockout and experience told us we 
could not @in a fight during the summer 
months. We tried it once aud failed. As to 
the result, it can end in ‘but one 
way—in our favor. We 
all winter if necessary. 
not a sign of giving in as far as T have been 
able to learn. Of course we expect to run on 
short rations, but by the middle of next week 
the funds will begin to 20me in from Hocking 
Valley, Ohio, Keritucky, and Pennsylvania. 
As tothe cause of the strike, it was the one 
thing—an advance of ten cents aton. We 
had no complaint or grievance but that. 

Only Starvation Will Force Surrender. 


Sam Anderson, a gray-bearded, Scotchman 
who has been working in the mines of his na- 
tive land thirty years and who now livesin a 
neat frame cottage at Knightsville, said that 
starvation only could force the'men to give 
up. “I have lived in the mines all my life,” 
he said, “and have been through many 
strikes, but I never say the men so deter- 
mined to stick it out as they are now. Our 
women aré with ts, and that is half the battle. 
If we are forced in this time it will 
not end the matter, for we believe 
we are asking no more than what is just and 
right. We will wait until an opportunity of- 
fers itself and try.it over again, If we fail 
now the operators at Hocking Valley (Ohio) 
will soon make a cut, for they are paying 15 
cents a ton more than We get, and they can’t 
compete with the Indiana operators for the 
Northwestern trade at that rate. If we get a 
raise the Ohio men will not be reduced. 

At Donaldsonville was found another miner 
born in the Highlands. He refused to give 
his name. “It might make me/trouble,” he 
explained. “ After the strike is over I might 
be blacklisted. Wedon’t go abont much, so 
lean’t say what is going on in| other com- 
munities, but all my neighbors will stick it out 
ali winter if necessary te win. There has been 
no violence yet and I don’t think there will be, 
but you can't tell. Something might turn up 
at any moinent that will start the fire’and if it 
does we are not the sort that can easily be put 
duwn. Hunger and the sight of one’s bairns 
crying for food will. produce | desperation. 
Cold weather would fall hard upon us now, 
buf a kind Providence hes favored 
us with warm weather so far. No, I 
can’t complain that’ the: operators abuse 
the truck system.

’ MARINE AND COMMERCIAL INTER- 
ESTS TO UNITE FOR: ACTION, 


An Important Convention to Be Held at 
Detroit for the Purpose of Agitating the 
Deepening of the Channels in the Chain 
ofthe Great Lakes to Admit the Pas- 
sage of Vessels of Double the Capacity 
as at Present~Chicago and Illinois In- 
terests to Be Represented. 


A convention of great importance fo al! 
marine and commercial interests along the 
great lakes will meet next Thursday, Dec, 17, 
in Detroit. It is called by the Board of Trade 
of this city and the Board of Trade, Mer- 
chante’ and Manufacturers’ Exchange, and 
the Vessel-Owners’ Association of Detroit, 
with the sanction and approval of ly all 
the other commercial bodies and willbe tuso. 
ciations from Duluth to Buffalo. « It will be be 
an important gathering, not only in ita pur- 
poses, but in the numbers that will be pres- 
ert. The call says that the work of the con- 
vention will be ‘*to consider questions relat- 
ing to much needed improvements in the 
channels of water communication through our 
great lakes, making twenty and twenty-one feet 
the minimum depth throughout their entire 


_ length ; the location of hght-houses; the deep- 
ening of important harbors, and possibly the 


most feasible route for connect:ng these lakes 


with tidewater by a deep water channel that’ 


will float our largest vessels,’’*» The éall con- 
cludes ‘as follows: 

All commercial associations or _ organizations of 
cities or States situated upon ‘or adjacent and 
tributary to these lakes, and incorporated cities 
similarly located having no:commercial organiza- 
tion to be represented, are invited to send each 
five delegates as members of this convention. 

The committee will also, by special communica- 
tion, invite the Governor of each State bordering 
our lakes to attend the convention, and will also 
request that he appoint five citizens of his state to 
act with him as members. 

Commercial associations or delegates desiring 
to submit to the convention for its consideration 
opinions relative to the interests naméd are 
vited to come prepared with such matter as 
may wish to offer. 

We do not think it nevessary at this itis to 
speak further of the importance of the qitestions 
that should be considered by such a convention, 
and urge that as u reason fora large attendance. 
We only add that it is the general wish that this 
should be the largest and most influential gather- 
ing ever assembled to consider these matters, and 
that it may result.in securing needed legislation 
by Congress at its present session. | 

Will Represent Illinois. 

Gov. Fifer has appointed the following 
naméd gentlemen to represent this State in 
the convention: Ralph Plumb, Streator; 
D. S. Berry, Savanna; Capt. J. s.: Dunham, 
Homer J. Carr, Capt. A. W. Allyn, L. E. 
Cooley, Chicago. Tomorrow the Board of 
Trade will meet and elect delegates. Besides 
those accredited from States and regular 
organizations there will be a number of 
honorary delegates from different points. It 
is expected that alogether 500 delegates will 
be present at this ** Deep Waterways conven- 
tion.’’

“Tn the last fifteen ALLS said Capt. Dun- 
ham, “the increase of three fcet has reduted 
the cost of transportation much more than 
one-half, and with twenty-one feet of water 
instead of fifteen, and vessels carrying twice 
as much cargo, freights ought to be little 
more than one-half the present rates, for the 
only extra cost would be in the handling and 
in coal.” 

Probable Effects of heseuiben the Channel. 

If the United States Government should de- 
termine to deepen the **Soo,’’ the Detroit, 
and St. Clair Rivers there is little reason to 
doubt that all Lake Erie and mostly all other 
ports would go to work and hasten the deep- 
ening of their harbors w accommodate the 
wuch larger vessels which would. soon be 
built. It would be a comparatively easy job 
for Buffaio and other Lake Erie porte to se- 
cure the draft meeded, and at no great ex- 
pense. ' Duluth and Superior already have fine 
harbors. 

“* But how about our Chicago River? Can 
that be deepened to admit vessels of a draft of 
twenty-one feet, in view of our tunnels and 
docks and bridge abutments? ‘You know 
vessels only drawing fifteen feet sometimes 
now get stuck on the back of - the LaSalle 
street tunnel and at other points along the 
river and its branches? ”’ 

“Yes,” said Capt. Dunham,- “and: this 
port would be crippled until large improve- 
ments were made, unless our commerce 
moved to South Chicago. But to do that at 
present would be impracticable, for there is 
too “much convenience and . wealth 
and too many interests involved. 
Our harbor. would have to be 
revolutionized to get twenty-one feet of water. 
The tunnels would have to be lowered and 
the foundations of bridges and docks. From 
which it can be seen that the deep waterway 
would not immediately benefit Chicago as 
much as Duluth, West Superior, and other 
ports. Duluth is now a competitor from a 
line due west of Chicago for grain, and is 
carrying wheat to Buffalo for about the same 
rate as from bere. The distance is not so 
great as is generally supposed, and towing 
there is not required so much. 

Chicage’s Harbor aM upt Be Deepened, 
, “And then take the ‘Soo’ route, with 
water connection at Gladstone. That would 
have advantages over us unless our harbor 
If Buffalo deepens its harbor 
Chicago must do something. If we ever get 
twenty feet of water here vessels built for 
that draft would make money at onecent 4

In view of these facts it would #eem that 
Chicago has vital local interests in connection 
with the deep waterways project.

Chicagoans Concerned in the Storm News 
from Southern California. 

Many Chicagoans who have their money in- 

vested there and others who have friends spend- 

ing the winter there are deeply interested in 


+ the wind-sterm which has just caused so much 


destruction in Southern California, and which 
has never had an equal. Of course, there has 
never been so much to suffer as at present. 
Twelve years just such a storm might 
have passed over Pasadena and left no pre- 
tentious church steeples and ornamental rvofs 
in the streets, as there were no such archi- 
tectural attractions for Boreas to play upon. 
There was no Hotel Raymond with tall En. 
glish ehimneys to provoke the vandalism of 
an American blizzard; and* where Mon- 
rovia and Burbank now stand, with their 
wrecked places of worship, there were only 
cactus pet Spanish bayonet and jack rabbits. 
But there was ascatteratim of old mission 
churches and gardens and orchards a century 
old that have never before preceptibly felt the 
shock of a “Santa Ana” or a Mojave bliz- 


It has been the boast of the old time Ameri- 
cans and older Mexicans, and still older In- 
dians that, while they have had a raging sand 
storm oncein awhile, especialy during the 
rainlegs autumn months, no wind has been so 
severe as to uproot atree or unroof a house. 
But, up to twenty years ago, there were none 
or few houses or trees to invite

destruction or electric systems for the 
dissemination of information of such events. 
Still there has never been a storm of wind in 
this section at all so severe as the one just 
experienced, although Pasadena was struck 
hard jast year and also six years ago. Upon 
each ocedsion some poorly-made roofs were 
sent fiying into the streets, but the fruit trees 
were not injured. : 

The storm evidently originated or became 
violent in the San Fernando Valley, at a point 
nearly forty miles from Los Angeles, and 
swept over the town of San Fernando, twen- 
ty-four miles from Los Angeles, with terrific 
velocity. The wind seems to have increased 
in fury as it reached- Burbank, about midway 
between San Fernando and Los Angeles, and 
this Arcadian town of the boom was hard hit. 
Between Los Angeles and Burbank there are 
some detached spurs of the coast calied the 
Cahuenga. Hills, about 1,200 feet in height, 
which protect the former town from the wind. 
Los Angeles escaped, but the storm swept 
around the eastern base of the Cahueaga spurs 
with unabated force toward the east and rushed 
through the Verdugo Cafion, tearing up fences 
and uprooting trees and piling the ground with 
ripening oranges and other peyeg vie pro- 
ductions, and then continued on to Pasadena, 
where the spires and house-tops and orchards 
gave it a check, but at the cost of $250,000 and 
a scare that will last its oldest inhabitant and 
the stranger within its gates a lifetime.

It Cannot Make a Reputation for Economy 
Without Omitting Provisions for Water- 
way Improvements—Doubt as to Secre- 
tary Procter’s Successor — Numerous 
Choice Places to Be Filled by the Prest- 
Aent—LIllincisans Name Their Prefer- 
ences—General Washington News.

NO TRACE OF THE NEW SMYRNA FIENDS. 


Mystery Surrounds the Terrible Florida 
Tragedy—Sickening Sight. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 13.—[Special. ]— 
There is no clew yet to the assassins of Muss 
A. H. Bruce, Master Frank Pack wood, Mrs. L. 
D. Hatch, and her little boy, who were found 
murdered this morning in the Packwood 
house, six miles below New Smyrna, on the 
east. coast.

York Stock Exchange's Threat. 

Western Union telegraph officials in this 
city profess entire ignorance of the alleged in- 
tention of the New York Stock Exchange to 
withdraw its quotations from the Gold and 
Stock, or * ticker,”’ telegraph company. The 
executive officers of this company, who are also 
the executive officers of the Western Union, 
reside in New York, and any official action 
touching the service must originate in that 
city. 

Those conversant with the “‘ticker” serv- 
ice and its relation to the New York Stock 
nsenggiy by. tase no cessation of quota- 
tions. eompany has a contract with the 
Stock Exchange which cannot be annulled or’ 
amended at the pleasure of either. This con- 
tract permits the company without restriction 
to furnish quotations to patrons all cver the 
country. company is not required to in- 
quire whether the patron is engaged ina 
bucketshop business or whether the quota- 
tions are desired for private information. The 
company claims and has exercised the right 
to deny a tickertoa member: of the Stock 
Exchange if such member fails to promptly 
pay for such service. 

t is broadly intimated in telegraph circles 
that the quotations will be furnished regularly 
whether the Stoek Exchange denies the com- 
pany privileges of the exchange floor or 
not. Itis also claimed that the compan 
would be gee me to fill its contracts wit 
individual = trons regardless of any action of 
the Stock change, with which institution 
the patrons of the company have no direct 
connection. 

Another feature of the dispute is the injury 
resulting to 1nembers of the Stock Exchange 
residing outside of New York, who would be 
deprived of the quotations. It is confidently 
asserted that these members, and those resid- 
ing in New York, who depend upon the conged 
service almost "entirely, are not likely to 
sympathize withthe Stock Exchange in its 
present crusade.

BARON DE HIRSCH’S. oaisies 
FOLIOWED IN CHICAGO, ’ 


Maurice Colony in the Argentine Kepublic 
—Settlements in New Jersey and the 
Far West Established by the New York 
Committge—Generous Assistatice Given 
the Russian Refugees by American Jews 
—Objects and Operations of the Alliance 
— Work of the Local Societies. __. 


The work of colonizing Jewish refugees 
from Russia in ‘the Argentine Republic 
through the Baron Hirsch’fund is being rap- 
idly prosecuted. Already 200 families have 
been conveyed to and settled in the Maurich 
colony in that republic, a branch line o » rail- 
road having been constructed edit’ y to 
connect the colony with the outside world. 
By early spring it is said that 2,000 families 
will be settled, 2,000 houses being now in 
course of construction there. _ 

Only a small portion of the Hirsch fund is 
available for use in the United States, and that 
portion is in the hands of a Mew k com- 
mittee. Thus far not a cent of the Mid has 
been given to Chicago, and such colonies as 
have been established in the United States 
through the Baron’s munificence have been 
managed by the New York committee. 

The first agricultural colony. started in the 
United States for exiled Russian Jews. under 
the Baron de Hirsch fund was in Southern 
New Jersey, the latter’ part of last summer. 
A tract of lana embracing 5,000 acres was pur- 
chased and fifty families were established 
on it. Famikhes were selecte@ from 
among the exiles with  \ especial 
reference to their fitness for agricultural 
life. New York manufacturers aided the en- 
terprise by furnishing work in the way ‘of 
cigarmaking, shirtmaking, and kindred occu- 
pations, so that the colony need not be wholly 
agricultural. Only men with families were 
placed in this colony, ahd no family having 
less than $200 was settled there. 

A few colonies have been established in the 
Far West by the New York committee,’ but 
Chivago has had nothing to do with aty of the 
colonizing carried on with the Baron's mneney. 

The Jews of the United States have been do- 
ing all in their power to assist the ostracized 
Russian Jews, and are organized all over the 
country to prosecute the work. The national 
organization, called the Jewish Alliance of 
America, was formed at Philadelphia; Feb. 
15, delegates from all the Jewish sociébies in 
the country taki part in the convention. 
There were 106 delegates present—American, 
German, Hungarian, Portuguese, and Rus- 
sian Jews, from all parts of the United States. 


Object of the Jewish Alliance, 


The constitution adopted gives the follow- 
ing as the objects of the alliance: 

First—To instruct Jewish immigrants in ‘the 
duties and obligations of American citizenship 
and to fit them for the loyal discharge thereof. 

Second—To aid Hebrew immigrants in” America 
to become self-supporting: (a) By direéting the 
current of immigration away crowded 
centers of population into rural districts and to- 
ward industrial occupataons. (b) By specifically 
fostering a sentiment and organizing @ movement 
toward making agriculture a preferred occupa- 
tion. (c) By such other ways and méans as shall 
from time to time seem best adapted to promote 
the general object. 

Local branches of the alliance have been 
organized in many places, each member of a 
local branch paying $3 a year and as much 
more as wis Two doliars of this an- 
nual membership es is . sent to the central 
body, the camer very be being kept at home in 
a local funa for benefit of immigrants, 
Whenever the local fund proves insufficient 
appeal is made to the central body. 

It has been the special desire of the organ- 
izers of the mouvement that Jewish inimigrants 
shall not crowd into the large cities along the 
seaboard, that they be prevented from going 
into petty tradi and peddling, to enable 
them to make a living without becoming bur- 
dens upon Jewish sécieties—to become inde- 
pendent, self-supporting, and respected citi- 
zens, in short.

Work Done by Chicago societies. 

With this powerful organization most of the 
work has been left to local secieties and individ- 
uals. This is particularly true of ig ime The 
work has been cazried on i. local Jewish so- 
cieties and individuals. The arrangements 
made for taking care of the refugees’ are sys- 
tematic, and the work is being done well. 

New arrivals are first received at No. 152 
West Twelfth street, where an institution 
called the Hachnusses Orehim, or Strangers’ 
Shelter, has been in existence for the last eight 
months. Here also, to the limit of its ca- 
pacity, they are fed and sheltered for three 
days. Such as cannot be accommodated are 
cared for in private-families in the neigh 
borhood, 

Many are able to secure work before the 
three days are gone, and are aided in their 
efforts by a relief committee elected by all 

rsons who have contributed to the Pelief 

nd. The people of the neighborhood are 
not wealthy, but they have given with 
a most liberal hand. Many—in fact, 
the larger part—of the refugees are 
sent to some other city or town. Some have 
relatives in uther places. In general it is con- 
sidered a bad policy to keep a mass of ref- 
ugees huddled together in one place. 

A great many of thein are well educated, 
There are professional men and business-men 
for whom it is less difficult to secure situa- 
tions here. All are willing to work and show 
a great aversion to idleness. The Jewish 
physicians of the neighborhood have done ail 
they could, tendering their professional serv- 
ices gratuitously. 

‘“*Many of these pean ees are sick bmg they 
arrive ox ” said Dr. Regent last even- 
ing, “* but it is principally due to ustion, 
the result of their voyage and travel by rail. 
They have not great vitality when they come, 
due generally to seini-starvation, but they 
in health.” 

At No. 8 Wilson street is the office of the 
Relief committee. Itis an employment and 
transportation office and a bureau of informa- 
tion allin one. Mr. Eliasoff, the Secretary 
and Treasurer, is in charge.

Tt has been the fashion of legislators and 
others who favor the tariff on imported works 
of art to assure artists in a patronizing tone 
that the protection they receive from this ab- 
surd duty is an exceljent thing, but that they 
are not prectical enough td’ know what is 
really best for themselves. 

This sort of talk, which is a counterpart of 
that of critics who have persuaded themselves 
that artiste do not know enough about art to 
judge of their own works, has been repeated 
so often that those who make use of this argu- 
ment have almost come to believe it 
themselves. In Europe, and especially in 
France, the time has passed when 
the reputations of artists are built upon the 
length of their hair or the extravagance of 
their dress, Their importance is recognized 
not only as molders of taste but in their 
direct influence on all sorts of manufactures 
and industries, the value of whose output is 
increased by ite beauty. There is something 
practical in this. 

The Paris Salons are recognized to be of 
public utility by the French Government, 
which expends large sums annually in pur- 
chasing works from them to place in national 
museums, bothin Paris and the provinces. 
French ‘artists receive their education at 
the expense of the government and 
they are employed upon works for 
the decoration of public monuments 
when their studies are finished. The 
results of this policy are well enough 
known to require no comment. The French 
people are imbued with an art sense which is 


‘unequaled in any other nation and which, it 


must be admitted, is almost entirely lacking 
in America. Theeffect of this is to give 
French manufactures a prestige in the 
markets on account of their elegance anda fit- 


If Congress is determined to impose pro- 
tection on American artists, this sort woula 
not be distasteful to them. The necessity for 
art cannot be felt by those who have not 
known it any more than a savage feels the 
need of clothing, but free art in this country 
would do much toward cultivating the tastes 
of the people, and a demand for the works of 
American artists of talent would be the 
natural result, for when a taste for art is ac- 
quired a desite for works of art embodying 
American ideas and American in subject 


would follow. 


WELLAND CANAL TOLLS. 

The Detroit Tribune takes the Hamilton 
Spectator to task for having “indulged in one 
of its periodical screeds against the United 
States on the canal toll question.” The latter 
paper intimates that American shippers have 
possibly misconstrued theorder in (Canadian ) 
council relative to refunding bills on the tolls 
collected on grain carried through the Well- 
and and St. Lawrence Canals to Montreal or any 
port east of that when the grain is tor export. 
The regulation is that the refund shall be such 
as to reduce the toll to two cents per ton on 
such produets if they shall be shown to have 
been originally shipped for Montreal, or some 
pert east of Montreal, before entering the 
Welland Canal, and to have been ac- 


| tually carried to such named port 


of destination. It is also provided 
that transshipment, if at a Canadian inter- 
mediate port, shall not prevent the refund be- 
ing made. This last clause is construed by 
some American shippers to mean that no re- 
fund will be made on grain transshipped at 
American ports, though refunds were made 
last year in such cases. It would seem to bea 
waste of energy to discuss the matter at great 
length since the actual payment of refunds 
will soon occur, and the question will then be 
answered practically. 

It cannot be denied that the order referred 
to distinctly discriminates in favor of Ca- 
nadian ports if construed literally, and the 
Hamilton paper defends such discrimination 
on the ground that Canada has a right to levy 
differential tolls on frexght passing through 
its canals when it is to its interest 
to do so. But these differential duties 
aré just what American shippers object 
to, as, if allowed, it will prove that the use of 
Canadian canals by American vessels on 
equal terms with Canadian vessels is not guar- 
anteed by the treaty of Washington, but is 
subject to any sort of restrictive legislation 
Canada may choose to impose. What they 
want is the use of the Welland Canal on pre- 
cisely the same terms as Canadian shippers, 
without regard to the destination of the car- 
goes. They claim that the use of the canal 
and not the destination of the cargo should 
be the determining fact im the levying of 
tolls; and thatif the treaty of Washimmgton 
does not secure such equal rights to Amet- 
icans it should be modified. It has been the 
current impression that the treaty does 
guarantee those rights, and if there be no 
mistake on the point Canada would seem to 
have been disregardmg its provisions. It is 
understood that memorials on the subject 
have been addressed to Secretary Blaine, and 
no doubt they will be attended to. If the 
Canadian Government is issuing orders which 
are in violation of that treaty the fact will not 
be allowed to pass without protest.

HODGE’S REVOLT. 

There is revolt in Britain against the rule of 
the ‘squire and the parson, and Mr. Gladstone 
has set the seal of his approval on the new 
revolution.

GRUMBLING ABOUT SILVER. 

The Salt Lake Tribune does not like that 
portion of the President’s message in which 
the silver question is handled. It makes the 
extraordinary and unsupportable assertion 
that as the price of silver advanced from 97 
cents to $1.21 in three weeks last year it would 
have arisen to parity in two weeks more, 
and staid there, but for the exertions made to 
import silver and block the market. It also 
claims that the increased coinage has not 
helped the circulation of the couagtry ‘“‘ one 
bit”? more than if the same amount of green- 
backs had been run off the government print- 
ing presses, “ because it has not increased the 
volume of real money one dollar.’’ 

It might as well be argued that the price of 
wheat in this market could be advanced to 
two dollarsa bushel and kept there for all 
time if the holders of wheat would not rush it 
in, and thus do their best_ to depress the mar- 
ket. The putting of an article toa higher 
price than the real value is always the signal 
for a rush to sell, provided people have any 
of the property to dispose of and can get it on 
the market. The holders of silver last year 
knew very well that it was not worth the $1.21 
per ounce at which it sold one day in August, 
as they were perfectly well aware it can be 
produced for much less muney. Hence they 
did not believe the market would stay long at 
such an altitude, and they made haste to sell 
hefore a decline .should set in. The subse- 
quent course of prices proved the wis- 
dom of their action. The producers of silver 
have since then shown themselves able to sell 
at considerably:less than a dollar per ounce, 
and presumably to make a fair profit on the 
operation Their profit is fully equal to that 
realized by the average farmer in selling his 
wheat andcorn at the current prices of the 
last few months, and the farmers are a much 
more humerous body than the silver miners, 
in addition to being more essential to the wel- 
fare of other citizens. Within the last few 
months the price of wheat in this market de- 
clined from $115 to 90 cents—a shrinkage 
about equal to that which has occurred in sil- 
ver since August, 1890. And the decline oc- 


curred for the same reason—the offerings ex- 


ceeded the demand. No one doubts that 
wheat would have advanced to $1.25 and staid 
there if the supply had been regulated to the 
demand at that figure. 

The attempted disparagement of notes based 
on a full dollar’s worth of silver for every dol- 
lar named on the face of the note, jas no bet- 
ter than an equal amount issued in green- 
backs without any metallic basis under them, 
is simply a proof that the arguer does not un- 
derstand what itis that the world values as 
money. It is also very much like the delib- 
erate despising of a benefit which renders the 
recipient unworthy of continuing to share it. 
How much of the paper currency handldd by 
him in a month is anything else than notes 
issued against silver bullion or silver dollars? 
Is ‘not nine-tenths of all the “money” han- 
dled by him the silver currency he affects so 
much to despise? Does he want to have the 
paper and the silver as well? If so, what se- 
curity would there be for the redemption of the 
paper when the holders wanted “ real money ”’ 
for it and were willing to sell it at a big dis- 
count as they did during the war because, the 
paper was not immediately convertible int» 


specie? There is more silver now in circula-— 


tion in the United States than his grand- 
father would have supposed possible, and 
more paper in the hands of the people secured 
by silver in the Treasury than the most enthu- 
siastic silver advocate would have thought 
of demanding ten years ago. Yet the Salt 
Lake paper professes to be deeply grieved 
because the Government of the United States 
treats silver on acommercial basis in this 
commercial age, paying its full value for 
about all that the country produces. It is about 
as bad as the typical Johnny Bull who was 
once defined as a being who grumbled be- 
cause he had nothing to find fault with. 


THE PAMIR OUTBREAK. 

The reluctance of England to interfere with 
Chinese affairs and its recent refusal to accept 
the proposition of France for a naval demon- 
stration in Chinese waters, likewise the re- 
ported alliance of China and England as 
against Russia, begins to be intelligible in the 
light of the news that comes from Pamir, 
“the roof of the world."’ The dispatch is 
somewhat obscure in statement, but it is ap- 
parent that a fight has occurred near Gilgit, 
the most advanced British ageacy on the front- 
ier near Pamir, in* which a native fort: was 
captured and several natives killed. It is 
claimed that the natives were stirred to revolt 
by Russian intriguers and that Russian money 
and arms were found on the prisoners. As in 
the case of the fighting a few years ago on the 
Afghan frontier, Russia appears to be at the 
bottom of the trouble, and now, as then, there 
is likely to be a fresh demand made by En- 
gland for an official settlement of the frontier 
question, in which China will join. Russia 
has reached a point in the Pamir area where 
it can hardly advance further without en- 
croaching upon English territory on the one 
hand and Chinese territury on the other. In- 
deed the Chinese already claim that it has oc-

: A SUBTREASURY IN RUSSIA. 

According to a report by Consul-General 
Crawford a subtreasury scheme for helping 
the farmers has been in operation in Russia 
since June, 1888, and he says it has worked 


admirably for the agricultural interests of that | 


country. The railroad companies of Russia, on 
account of the Imperial Bank and with author- 
ity from the Minister of Finance, lend money 
at 6 ‘per cent interest on the delivery of the 
produce. If the loan is for less than six 
weeks the borrower receives 80 per 
cent of the market. value of the prod- 
uce at the time of delivery, but if 
for more than six weeks he only obtains 60 
per cent. The railroad companies receive a 
small commission for the service. If the loan 
be not paid. when due, the produce stored in 
the warehouses of the companies is publicly 
sold; and it may be sold at any time in case 
of the property getting out of condition, or if 
for any other reason it decreases in value to 
less than the amount loaned on it. The railroad 
companies are responsible to the bank for the 
safety of the loan in each case and are com- 
pelled to make prompt payments. They 
make no discrimination us between farmers 
and middlemen, each class being allowed to 
borrow the same percentage on the market 
value of the property and on the same 
terms. 

Russia is a country of paternal government, 
and such interference with the course of com- 
merce there is not out of keeping with other 
features of Russian rule. It even may be said 
that if honestly conducted this method of as- 
sisting the farmers may be a real benefit, by 
protecting them from the rapacity of middle- 
men. But there is no security for this, and the 
fact of the plan working well one .year does 
not guarantee satisfaction the next season any 
more than in another place. If wronged the 
farmers have no appeal from the allied power 
of the government and the railroad com- 
panies. The business costs the government 
nothing, as it already has an abundant and ir- 
redeemable currency which can be expanded 
at will to meet the alleged necessities of any 
case that may arise, but the value of the cur- 
rency to the farmers is another matter. It 
cannot be counted 6n long in advance. The 
latest quotation for the Russian * ruble 
was 39 per cent discount from the par of 

bree or four years ago, and the value is still 

sinking. Just where it will stop in the 
downward course no one can tell. That will 
depend on how much more of the paper it 
may be deemed necessary to issue in order to 
meet the stringency due to shrinkage in the 
purchasing power of the bills called money 
which the peasants take in payment for their 
grain. The people of Argentina find ““money 
scarce,’”’ though they have so much of the 
paper stuff that nine dollars of it will buy no 
more than can be purchased for two dollars 
in gold. They find+that five times the volume 
is required to do thé business that could be 
transacted if the currency were worth par, 
and this shrinkage has all been brought 
about in barely twice the time the subtreasury 
plan has been working in Russia. 

The shrnkage now under way in the land 
of the Czar is bound to continue till the utter 
collapse of the currency leaves the holders 
practically? barehanded in regard to money 
that can be used for the purchase of food, 
clothing, or any other comfort. There is no 
escape from it unless provision be made for 
redeeming the paper currency, and that would 
seem to be out of the queshon. The collapse 
may be staved off by the fact that under a 
despotic fotm of government it ‘is dangerous 
to protest against taking the paper or ab- 
solutely refusing to sell unless for good 
money. The mischief will be all the greater, 
however, when the break does come, as the 
bursting of a dam causes worse havoc than 
would have arisen from the unobstructed fow 
of the torrent. 


Tas London Statist has essayed to estim ate 
the shrinkage in the value of European huld- 
ings of securities since the Baring failure, but 
exclusive of American railroads, which netted 
a considerable loss on the decline that set mm a 
little more than twelve months ago and con- 
tinued far into the present year. Argentine 
securities suffered the worst. ‘These and Bra- 
zilian, Chilean, an@ other South Americans 
show a total shrinkage of about $300,000;000, 
But even this enormous total only includes 
the losses to European holders of bonds of the 
South American républics, The lusses in 
private investments in the same region may 
be estimated at as niuch more. ‘‘And yet it 
was the sympatheti¢ decline in prices of Eu- 
ropean rather than South American bonds 
which represents the great shrinkage.”’ That 
in the government securities of the. conti- 
nental powers was remarkable. Not even the 
war scare of 1885 at the time of the Russo- 
English dispute in Afghanistan, or even the 
Panama Canal collapse at Paris, exercised the 
influence of the panic of last November. Rus- 
sian 4 per cent bonds, which sold as high as 
995 during 1890, touched 87 a few weeks ago. 
Italian 5 per cents sold at 1014 in 1886 and 
have fallen to 86. Spanish 4 per cents sold at 
79 in 1890 and since at 6114. Portuguese 3 per 
cents broke from 681¢ in 1889 to 31 recently. 
On the supposition that $1,000,000,000 of Rus- 
sian bonds are held by investors in Western 
Europe their losses would amount to $100,- 
000,000, which is thought to be rather under 
than above the actual figures. The losses on 
Italian and Spanish bonds are each estimated 
at $100,000,000, and those on Portuguese bonds 
at $175,000,000 on a total debt of $550,000,009. 
So the losses of European investors in Eu- 
ropean and South American securities in one 
year may be placed at $800,000,000—an ainount 
nearly equal to our present rational debt. 


Tux new trade treaty between Germany and 
Austria makes provision for acommon freight 
tariff on railroads inside and outside of each 
country, and the preamble to the German bill 
states that the food production of Germany is 
not equal to the wants of its people.

NEW YORK BROKERS AVER THAT 
HE MAY LOSE MILLIONS. 


He or His Relatives.on the Short Side of 
the Stock Market at the Wrong Time— 


Borrowing Stocks to Cover—Question-— 


able Tactics of the Wizard in Dealing

—Results on Europeay Bourses, . 

Nzw York, Dec. 13.—-[Special.]—The buoy- 
ancy of the Vanderbilt stocks and the exception- 
al depression in the Gould securities have given 
rise tothe expression that there is something 
like a speculative duelin progress between 
these two interests. It is universally conceded 
that the Vanderbilts have always endeavored to 
build up the properties in which they are in- 
terested, and that they never in any circum- 
stances have used any of their properties as a 
“bear club” knock’ down the prices of 
stocks. Itis equally well known t Mr. 
Gould has never taken hold of a property that 
did not wither at his touch. His whole career 
froin Erie to Wabash bears eloquent testi- 
mony to this, and the climax is furnished by 
Missouri Pacific. This property, which some 
time ago was said to be paying 7 per cent and 
earning 14, has been so built up under the 
Gould management it is now paying 
nothing and selling down in the fifties. Even

Muscatinz, Ia., Dec. 13.—[Special. }—Of- 
ficial analysis of sugar beet manufacture in 
Iowa shows that the industry is all and. more 
than was predicted. Muscatine Island is par- 
ticularly adapted to the growing of the sugar 
beet. The beets which are the product of the 
present déason were raised from seed which 
was imported fron Germany and distributed 
among the farmers of the island and county.
